rcond sales tax statement in which lie 
offered to call a special session of the 
legislature to enact a substitute law, 
f 


olded a majority of the legislators 
1 agree upon ,-i substitute. 


. .'he statement contained a repetition 
of his former offer to call the legis- 
lature into special session to repeal tho 
rales tax law, if a majority of Uie sen- 
ators and representatives indicate that 
they want to vote for repeal. 


Fiilrcll's Statement 


The governor's statement follows: 
"If the sales lax law is repealed, 


and nothing is put in its place, 1 ex- 
pect, federal aid for the schools ari'l 
our unemployables to bo withdrawn. 
This would be ;t calamity in itself, but 
in addition thereto, business in this 
state will be almost 
ruined by the 


withdrawal of federal relief. 
Other 


forms of federal patronage to the state 
may be curtailed or stopped entirely. 
This means thai many of our public 
schools will be closed 
indefinitely. 


Some of the more wealthy districts 
may stay open, but this is doubtful 
Miicc Ihe withdrawal of federal funds 
wil l.seriously affect business through- ' 
out the stiile. Fnrl.v thousand iinem- 
ployables must suffer. There will be 
little provision for them left except 
what the counties may afford. The 
counties are bankrupt, and 
can do 


nothing. The last hope of these people 
will bi? tin1 charity i:f their neighbors. 
An unemployable is a person who can- 
not work.

He elaborated these claims in an

He would not confide at what lab- 


oratories he had pursued the work 
which, he said, had convinced him 
during the past year that ideas he 
long has entertained along these lines 
arc correct. 


He said his new means of energy 


transmission would be valuable in 
navigation, geology, physics. A ship, 
he declared, by means of a commun- 
ication system he would develop from 
his discovery within a year, could be 
'kept to a true course without misdi- 
rection in any weather. 


Geologists, he asserted, would be 


able to explore mineral deposits from 
the earth's surface with more accur- 
jatt results than they can attain with 
instruments now available. Physicians, 
too. he said, would be able to determ- 
ine much about the interior of the 
earth.

commutator, he said, would revolu- 
tionize motors for automobiles if prac. 
jlical engineers could carry out his 
| findings. 


The statements of Dr. Telsa were 


read by Dr. Henry A. Barton, director 
of the American Institute of Physics, 
the 
co-ordinating 
organization 
for 


much of the scientific development in 
the fields touched by Dr. Tel.sa. 


"The claims of Dr. Tclsa." said Dr. 


Barton, "are truly amazing if proofs 
,are forthcoming to verify them. These 
claims are as yet unsupported by any 
work of which I am aware.
